AVIATORS REMAIN 


Make a New Record for 
Endurance Flying. 


(Pictures on back page.) 

San Diego, Cal., Oct. 6—[By the 
Associated Press.)]—Lieuts. John A. 
MacReady and Oakley Kelly, who had 
been flying over San Diego since 5:53 
a.m. yesterday in the great monoplane 
T-2, landed at Rockwell field soon after 
5 p. m. today, having broken all known 
records for sustained flight in the 
heavier-than-air flying machine. They 
were in the air 35 hours 18 minutes 30 
seconds. 

The aviators were tired out but will- 
ing; they said, to have continued their 
flight except for their desire to reach 
the ground before darkness should 
make landing more difficult. 

Crowd Greets Airmen. 

The landing of the big plane was the 
signal for a mighty chorus of whis- 
tles from the vessels in the harbor. 
When the airmen circled down to the 
field, a small army of spectators, in- 
cluding the Rockwell field force and 
many civilians was waiting to greet 
them. 

The aviators were begrimed with 
oll and grease when they stepped from 
the big machine. That did not stop 
Mrs:;. Benjamin MacReady, mother of 


the aviator, from rushing to greet her 
son. She kissed him full on his grimy 
cheek and when she turned around, 
smiling gladly, her lips were black with 
grease and oil. 

Lieuts. MacReady and Kelly joined in 
making the following statement: 

“It was the wonderful Liberty mo- 
tor which kept us up. There is no 
question that this flight proves the 
motor to be the best and most efficient 
in the world. 

New York Flight in November. 
“We are going to make the flight 
from San Diego to New York in No- 
vember and we are confident that we 
shall be successful.” . 

The first person to greet Lieut. Kelly 
was Charles Dworack, chief mechanic, 
who came ahead of the aviators from 
Dayton, O., to install the new motor 
in the monoplane. 

“We got that record,” said Kelly 
to Dworack, as the two met, “if we 
never get another.” 

“ Liberty ” Supreme, Experts Say. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—Army air 
service officials, in a statement tonight 
on the record established by Lieuts: 
MacReady and Kelly, declared the dem- 
onstration had furnished “ convincing 
proof of the wonderful reliability of 
the best aeronautical engine the world 
has yet produced—the Liberty.”

Yankee Vessels Stop 
Sales at Once, Is 
New Ruling. 


SEES PIRACY IN’ 
DRY NAVY'S ACT}

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6-—[Spe 
cial.]—Attorney General Daugherty, in 
a sweeping decision today, ruled liquor 
off of American ships throughout the 
world and prohibited the entrance into 
American waters of foreign ships car- 
rying liquor, sealed or open. 

The decision forces Chairman A, D. 
Laskér of the shipping board to dis- 
continue the sale of liquor on all gov- 
ernment ships outside the territorial 
limits of the United States, prevents 
the carrying of liquor anywhere in the 
world by any privately owned ships 
flying the American flag, and bars. 
American ports to the ships of any na- 
tion unless their liquor stores are dis- 
posed of before they enter the terri- 
torial waters of this country. 

American territorial waters are con- 
strued by the ruling to include those 
not only within the three mile limit 
of continental United States, but also 
those within the same limit of Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, the Hawaiian is- 
lands, Alaska, and the. Virgin islands. 
The Panama canal zone is specifically 
exempted by the statute. . 

Schiesinger Is Overruled. 

The attorney general's decision, 
which has been hanging fire for many 
months, reverses the ruling of the for- 
mer counsel for the United States ship- 
ping board, Elmer Schlesinger of Chi- 
cago, and is predicated upop decisions 
of the United States Supreme court in 
several cases.

In consequence of the latest 
United States prohibition ruling 
considerable shipping may be di- 
verted from American into Canadian 
ports. 

The big port of Canada is Hali- 
fax. The best harbor in North 
America is here. Bedford basin, 
back of the town, is large enough to 
hold all the navies of the’ world. 
Ships of all sizes can reach the 
docks, and there are repair facili- 
ties for all but boats of the Levia- 


than class. Cunard and White Star 
liners call regularly at Halifax. 

Halifax is connected’ by rail with 
Quebec amd Boston. The waters 
of the Gulf Stream, which flow 
near by, keep it ice free all the year 
around. 

One possibility of foreign liners 
not diverting all their traffic to 
Canadian ports would be for them 
to unload their wet stocks at Hali- 
fax before proceeding to New York 
and picking them up on the return 
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trip, as the former city is only a 
short distance from the steamship 
tracks from New York to Liver- 
pool. 

St. John, New Brunswick, -is 
Canada’ssecond ice free port. There 
is a fifty-four foot tide here. Ships 
ride in on high tide and settle in an 
artificial basin. The Canadian Pa- 
cific railroad terminals are at St. 
John. 

Montreal and Quebec have har- 
bor depths of about thirty feet 
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each. The shipping season is short 
here, from June to October. In 
late summer vessels take a route 
from these ports far to the north 
around Ireland, thus taking advan- 
tage of the bulge of the earth. A 
great circle about the earth is al- 
ways a shorter path than any paral- 
lel of latitude. 

In the spring, when the ice from 
the Arctic ocean begins 4Aoating 
out, the northern route is closed. 
Floating icebergs are a menace 
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une off the mouth of the Guilt 
of St. Lawrence, and they occasion- 
ally reach the latitude of New York. 
The Titanic was sunk while trying 
to get through the ice zone. 

When Montreal and Quebec are 
open it is much nearer to go to Eng- 
land from Chicago this way than 
via New York. By rail to Montreal 
and by boat to Liverpool is 3,480; 
miles, while by rail to New York 
and then to Liverpool is 3,990.

“If then the bringing in of liquors 
by foreign vessels as ship stores or 
otherwise constitutes a transportation 
or possession contrary to the eight- 
eenth amendment and the national 
prohibition act, it is clearly a viola- 
tion of the law that no executive nor 
administrative officer of the govern- 
ment has the power to permit.

“WELCOME” SIGN 
OUT AT HALIFAX, 
NEAREST EUROPE 


Vast Harbor for All the 


Largest Liners. 


BY W. W. MURRAY. 


HALIFAX, N. 8., Oct. 6.—[Special.] 
—The announcement that the United 
States government proposes to enforce 
a bone dry policy on all foreign ships 
entering and leaving American ports, 
with the possible result that passen- 
ger carriers may adjust their sailing 
schedules to compromise between the 
demands of their clientele and the re- 
quirements of the American prohibi- 
tion laws, has been received here with 
considerable interest. Any rearrange- 
ment on the part of the great trans- 
Atlantic steamship lines must neces- 
sarily affect this port. 

The secretary of the Halifax board 
of trade tonight informed Tus TRIBUNE 
that should the decision of the Ameri- 
can government bring Halifax in- 
creased volume of steamship trade the 
facilities of this port would be equal 
to any demands. It is recalled that 
Halifax during the war was charac- 
terized as the “ world’s third most im- 
portant port’’—a designation justified 
by the tremendous traffic which passed 
through Halifax in the war years. The 
North American continent does not 
have a more secure harbor or one that 
has greater accommodation for the han- 
dling of maritime trade. It also is the 
nearest great North American harbor 
to Europe. 


Harbor for Navies. 


Easy of access and sheltered from 
the winds of the north Atlantic storms, 
the harbor proper begins about seven 
miles in from the open sea and extends 
for more than nine miles. Its average 
breadth is about one mile, its average 
depth 90 feet. The rise and fall of the 
tide is from four to six feet. 

During the war as many as 200 
steamers, from 2,000 ton tramps to the 
lordly Olympic and Aquitania, have 
been accommodated at one time in the 
inner harbor alone, and this is in addi- 
tion to many of the ships of the British 
navy. It is the only port north of 
New York where the Olympic and 
Aquitania can berth. 

At present most of the trans-Atlantic 
lines make Halifax a port’ of call in 
winter time, the only Canadian ports 
free from ice being Halifax and St. 
John, N. B. Traffic is transferred 
from Montreal and Quebec, with the 
result that the busiest season of the 
year for Halifax shipping is between 
November and April. 


Hub of Many Lines. 

Lines running out of this port are 
the Cunard, the White Star Dominion, 
the Leyland, Royal Mail Steam Packet, 
Furness Withy, Red Star, Red Cross, 
Canadian Government Merchant Ma- 
rine, and others of less importance. 

In pre-war days as many as 6,000 
immigrants have been handled daily by 
the Canadian and American authorities 
in Halifax.

Nova Scotia, 


ST. JOHN YAWNS 
FOR PASSENGER 
TRADE FROM U. S. 


BY A.W. THORNE. 

St. John, N. B., Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
St. Johngharbor is capable of accom- 
modating ten more ships with its reg- 
ular winter trade. Berths are here 
for twenty-one steamers of the 17,000 


ton class. The largest ships may 
enter and leave this harbor at all tides. 
The new harbor at Courtenay Bay, 
with the largest drydock on the At- 
lantic coast now is under construc- 
tion. The new work will be ready, 
inside of two years with berths for 
ten steamers and room for twenty 
more piers. 

Both the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian National Railways have ter- 
minals here and own their own 
wharves. The Canadian Pacific owns 
two grain elevators and the National 
one. The wharves are equipped with 
the largest modern improvements for 
handling freights. 


* Thirty Liners at a Time. 


During the great war this port was 
worked at double normal capacity, 
and it was not unusual for more than 
thirty trans-Atlantic steamers to be 
loading here at one time, although sev- 
eral had to be served from lighters. 

During the winter season all the 
steamers which make Modntreal their 
American summer port come to St. 
John, which has “been recognized as 
the winter port of Canada. 

Twenty-one berths are available at 
once, and St. John would have little 
difficulty in handling its share of the 
steamers now calling at the United 
States Atlantic ports. 


Liquor Laws Liberal. 


The liquor laws wf New Brunswick 
allow of the impo*t and reshipment 
of liquors in bond. There is nothing 
to prevent ships from bringing in 
their own supplies of liquor as long 
as the stocks are sealed up during the 
stay in port. The prohibition laws 
here provide against the sale of liquor, 
excepting through the vender and on 
order of a medical doctor. Liquor for 
export, however, can be bought here 
and shipped to any point outside the 
province. 

As far as the law goes at present 
there would be nothing to prevent 
ships with a bar from operating in and 
out the port, providing they do not 
dispose of the liquors inside the three 
mile limit. 

With foreign ships barred from 
United States ports, prominent offi- 
cials here say it will mean the imme- 
diate development of new accommoda- 
tions in all the Canadian maritime 
province ports.

Montreal, Que, Oct. 6.--[Special.]— 
Shipping men ih Montreal heard to- 


night of the ruling of the United States 
attorney general prohibiting liquor on 
all American ships and barring all 
foreign ships carrying liquor, sealed or 
unsealed, from entering American 
ports. 

‘ The question of policy raised by this 
decision was too big, they considered, 
to be decided on right away, and they 
hesitated to make definite pronounce- 
ments of their views as to the position 
in which the Canadian companies 
would be placed. Conferences between 
the heads of the shipping companies 
will take place when full information 
is available. 

They believe the ruling of the attor- 
ney general meang a considerable im- 
petus to American tourist traffic via 
Montreal and to winter traffic via Hali- 
fax and St. John. 

The Canadian lines have already 
oenefited greatly this summer by the 
influx of Americans desirous of avoid- 
ing the oppression of the Volstead act. 
Montreal, in particular, has felt the 
advantage of being: located in a prov- 
ince in which beer can be obtained in 
the hotels and restaurants. All va- 
rieties “of liquors are retailed by the 
bottle at the government owned liquor 
stores. 

Some of the shipping men found it 
interesting to speculate whether the 
lines. running into American ports 
would obey the law unquestioningly 
or would make a test case. Others 
wondered whether+there might not be 
a temptation to comply with the letter, 
but not the spirit, of the law. They 
point®@d out that passengers at any 
rate on westbound foreign owned ships 
proceeding to American ports could 
take with them from whatever Euro- 
pean port they left sufficient liquor 
to last them until they neared the 
three mile limit from the American 
coast, and could then hurriedly finish 
the remainder, or heave the unfinished 
bottles overboard. 

It was pointed out that one British 
line already haa its New York boats 
calling at Halifax and was intending 
to have some of the largest call there. 
The suggestion was made that it would 
not be difficult for British and foreign 
owned lines, which had vessels calling 
at Halifax, or St. John, on the way to 
and from New York, to arrange to take 
on or put off their supplies of liquor in 
bond at the Canadian ports.

He called 
to young Looney to follow; then rushed 
to safety. 

Shots fron Upper Window. 

Meanwhile, Pedigo, Looney’s friend, 
rushed into the hotel. Then shots 
began to spray from a second story 
window. Spectators ran for shelter. 
Later William Holsapple and A. W. 
Billburg, enemies of the Looneys, were 
arrested, 

Fight on the vice ring recently re- 
sulted in the suspension of Police Chief 
Cox. The police board started an in- 
vestigation and was removed by Mayor 
Schriver. Two other boards have since 
'Yrormed and quit. 

Today’s affray was just another epi- 
sode in the Rock Island News’ troubled 
life: The plant was partly wrecked by 
dynamite a year ago. In the last four 
years two of its editors have served 
one year prison terms for criminal 
libel.

son, upheld the act, affirmed the sen- | 


ne nh and denied rehearing of the 
same. 

“Short Sighted Endeavor.” 
” In his opinion, Justice Carter cau- 


tions against the “short sighted en- 


deavor to enforce wartime legislation 
in times of peace,” asserting that “ the 
people cannot fail to believe that they 
are deprived of rights, and will be cer- 
tain to become discortented.” 

“At the outset I wish to state as 
emphatically as possible,” said Justice 
Carter, “that I have no sympathy 
with the views that were expressed by 
Lioyd and his essociates. Most of them 
are unwise and foolish, and in my 
judgment the result of igmorance or im- 
mature thought, and the public expres 
sion of them may do harm to the coun- 
try. But the question is, whether the 
imprisonment of these people is con- 
stitutional.” 

“War psychology” was. responsible 
for enactment of acts similar to the 
Illincis “overthrow act,” which, ac- 
cording to Justice Carter, “is so drastic 
and far reaching in its provisions that 
many public utterances of the great 
leaders in our past history would have 
been punishable under its provisions.” 

Finds Provisions Perilous. 

“ Had this law then been in force,” 
continues the opinion, “parts of Lin- 
coln's first inaugural address could 
have been suppressed from publication; 
the Declaration of Independence could 
be held seditious under the provisions 
of this law and forbidden to be read 
publicly; the second president of this

“My brother may have had affairs 
with several women—he was a man af 
the world and had no little wings 
sprouting—but he did not make a 
business of blackmailing women,” Mr. 
Dernier said. “ Furthermore, his wife 
did not divorce him; he divorced her 
for deserting him in Phoenix four 
years ago. 

“I believe that story of the diary 
is a deliberate falsehood. I believe, if 
there is a diary, it is a framed one~— 
not my brother’s work. He was not 
that kind of a man. And as to obtain- 
ing money from many women, I know 
that’s a lie, for he made plenty of 
money himself.

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FASCISTI SHALL, 
RULE ITALY, SAYS 
CHIEF MUSSOLINI 


Demands New Election 
in November. 


BY V. DE SANTO.

ROME, Oct. 6.—The political situa- 
tion in Italy is causing uneasiness. 
Mr. Mussolini, the leader of the Fas- 
cisti, has virtually given the govern- 
ment orders to dissolve the chamber 
and order a new election in Novem- 
ber, otherwise he will do it himself. 

Mr. Mussolini declared yesterday 
that there were two governments.in 
Italy, one official and the other Fas- 
cisti. He hinted that one or the other 
must go, but he implied that the Fas- 
cisti, being the stronger, would re- 
main. 


See Period of Trouble. 


Two or three months of turmoil are 
likely to take place all over Italy if 
the elections are ordered. Many peo- 
ple here seem to think that since a 
period of trouble cannot be ‘avoided 
the country might as well get it over 
with and bring about necéssary radi- 
cal changes in the political system so 
that the nation may find social peace 
again and start work seriously on 
further economic reconstruttion. 

The new elections are expected to 
give the Fascisti about 200 members 


of parliament. 


The natural result 
would be a Fascisti cabinet. 
‘ Cabinet May Fall. 

Mr. Mussolini has been saying far 
a long time that the Fascisti intend 
to govern Italy. It now seems likely 
that his plans will materialize.

TRY A CURE FOR LOOP 
CONGESTION. 


Ald. Schwartz and Chief Fitzmorris are agreed 
that one way traffic in the downtown district is the 
solution of one of the greatest problems before Chi- 
cago—loop congestion. Only the consent of the 
Illincis commerce commission is necessary to put 
the plan in operation. It is worth trying, at least 
as an experiment, 

It is an innovation, and therefore undoubtedly 
will meet the opposition of extreme conservatives. 
But such opposition should not be allowed to hold 
back the city from any possible improvement. The 
scheme was tried temporarily in the recent car 
strike, and worked excellently. Of course absence 
of surface cars at that time helped to facilitate 
movement of mobile vehicular traffic, and for that 
reason no definite conclusion as to advantages of 
the plan could be reached, but the indications from 
that experiment were favorable. 

The new plan is to route street cars as well as 
vehicles in one direction on each street. That, we 
believe, can be done with comparatively little ex- 
pense or difficulty. Tracks are laid in such a way 
that installation of a few switches and minor ex- 
tensions should allow one way movement of cars 
om any street, without the present delay of traffic 
caused by the turning of cars at busy corners, Simi- 
lar routing of vehicular traffic would be even more 
simple. A steady flow of traffic then should result. 

Some shopkeepers who might fear that south- 
bound traffic past their doors would not give them 
the same amount of business to be derived from 
northbound traffic, or vice versa, might object. But 
for such, ft is possible, the general improvement in 
traffic facilities would bring enough more business 
into the loop to more than offset any losses. 

In any event, it is worth the experiment. It 
should be triéd for a month to familiarize city resi- 
dents with the routes and routine. If it proves a 
success it can be adopted permanently. If it fails 
we can go back to the present system. Then at 
least we will have the comfort and satisfaction of 
not having overlooked an opportunity to relieve 
the present suffocation of loop business. 


ONLY A TRUCE AT THE 
DARDANELLES. 


The dramatic interruption of the Mudania con- 
ference seems to us either an inexcusable blunder 
or evidence of so serious a breach of unity among 
the allies that important new alignments may be 
expected. 

It must be considered an inexcusable blunder if 
Great Britain and France could reach any accord 
on the Turkish question, because it is obvious that 
what differences are capable of composition should 
be arranged between them and not be advertised 
to the Turkish negotiators. Turkey's power in 
Europe has been sustained and perpetuated by the 
disunity of European powers, and her reviving 
hopes of restoration, already thrilling with victory, 
may now pass beyond control. 

Diplomacy is capable of such blunders, but we 
fear that the matter is of a darker hue. France 
and England have been drifting apart and already 
we eee a strange new possibility. There are signs 
of an about-face of French policy toward Russia. 
Moscow is said to have offered to recognize the pre- 
war débtse. The French government is ready to 
recognize the soviet government as soon as a sat- 
isfactory agreement can be reached on the debts. 
Tt has no such principle of recognition as Mr. 
Hughes, and Mr. Wilson before him, have main- 
tained. The Quai d’Orsay thinks in terms of the 
concrete. 

Meanwhile the Kemalists are in favor both at 
the Kremlin and the Quai d'Orsay. Soviet Russia, 
nationalist Turkey, and France make a chain with 
possibilities. It may never be forged, but it may be 
already in the making. France's justification, as 
usual, would be necessity, defence, preyentjon of 
isolation. 

The objections are, of course, considerable. The 
little entente would hardly adhere to France in a 


policy restoring the Turk at their frontiers. Po- 


land would not feel easy in a bolshevik alliance. 
England could no longer hesitate to develop her 
business inclinations toward Germany, and Italy 
would probably follow. 

Any combination is a possibility in the European 
kaleidoscope, but a rearrangement placing soviet 
Russia, France, Turkey, and Bulgaria confronting 
England, Germany and central Europe and Italy 
would offer a lesson in the irony of international 
politics, which the American people might ponder 
with profit. 

However, all this is highly

Europe, for it is reported on good ‘authority that 
England has consented to the restoration of east- 


' ern Thrace. If war is avoided, it would seem nec- 


essary to grant this demand, in which case Turkey 
again breaks down the natufal barrier of the Dar- 
danelies between the oriental civilization of Asia 
Minor and the occidental civilization of Europe. It 
gains a foothold in Europe and a bridgehead 
through which Moslem hordes may pass to attempt

TRANSPORTATION NEEDS. 


The car shortage which was forecast for this 
season of crop movemgmés, even before the shop- 
men’s strike, is now upon the farmers, hamper- 
ing the movement of their grain to market, and 
delaying business. More cars were loaded with all 
classes of freight in the week which ended Sept. 16 
than in any week since Oct, 29, 1921. And we have 
not enough to supply our requirement# ¢ of trans- 
portation. 

In this unfoftunate situation we are now con- 
fronted with the added handicap of.a strike of lake 
seamen, which threatens to neccssitate shipment 
of belated supplies of coal by rail all the way from 
the mines to the northwest, instead of merely 
to lake ports, where steamers could ordinarily com- 
plete the longest part of the trip. If the strike is 
effective, northwestern coal consumers will pay 
another 25 per cent added to the already increased 
cost of coal. 

The situation emphasizes three needs. The first 
and greatest is the development of more water- 
ways to supplement the railroads. They would 
not only make transportation more certain in 
emergency, but cheaper. The greater the variety 
of the means of transportation the less is the likeli- 
hood of all being tied up at once. The second need 
is the construction of more good roads, by means 
of which motor trucks can come to our aid in 
emergency. The third need is for improved 
transportation of the energy of coal over 
high tension transmission wires, instead of by 
the present cumbersome, wasteful, and uncertain 
means of railroad trains. All these improvements 
are certain to come in time. Such demoralizing 
situations as now exist in the transportation, heat 
and power utilities of the country may at least have 
the merit of hastening that day by impressing the 
need of such improvements upon the country.

sis DRAWING FIRE. 

Stevens Point, Wis., Oct. 1.—Your edl- 
torial in today’s SunpatT TRIBUNE en- 
titied “Something Wrong on the Farm” 
should draw fire from agricultural econ- 
omists. 

While you touch upon some related 
factors your tendency to cover so much 
territory and to end the editorial as you 
did causes ug to feel—we hesitate to 
suggest it, but it seems possiblie—that 
there may be “something wrong” on 
your staff. 

You charge the farmer with favoring 
the new tariff. Perhaps he should. Un- 
restricted importations interfere with 
home production and tend to lessen the 
buying power of home workers. 

You talk about farms closing down. 
They rarely do. Year after year the 
farmer plants and sows and reaps the 
harvest. Yearly he takes the short end. 
The manufacturer, as a rule, shuts down 
when he cannot sell his goods. The farm- 
er spends a whole seaSon’s expenses and 
activities with no indicator available as 


‘to the probable market for his produce. 


Thé farmer never has been or will be 
able to organise and to control his des- 
tiny as do the city workers who live 
“close in” to headquarters and who 
have hours to devote in meetings. 

The ultimate result of the period of 
transition you mention will reveal the 
moving of about 15,000,000 more of our 
present agricultural classes into the 
ranks of the commercial world. Bven 
then there will be crops enough to go 
around. The labor competition in com- 
mercial circles will be keener (as it is 
in Europe), and the unwarranted spreads 
will be moderated. 

Your paper tends to be of “ public util- 
ity” service in respect to its influence 
on the minds of vast scores of readefs 
and we wish that government control of 
such sheets would call for the “ paging” 
of trained agricultural! editors or agricul- 
tural economic students or of state and 
national department of agriculture offi- 
cials when you feel the urge to consider 
the welfare of those who toil with the 
soil—namely, the farmers.

Points on Registration. 
“In registering give your full Chris- 
tian name and such initials as you 
have. Women should give their own 
names, thus: Mary or Elizabeth, etc.— 
not the Christian name of their hus- 
band—with the prefix Mrs. Make sure 
that your address is in the precinct in 
which you apply for registration. If 
you are a naturalized citizen ascertain 
in advance of registration the date of 
your ‘final papers’ and the name of 
the court. 
“If after registration you leave the 
city temporarily, instruct those at 
your home to make the fact of your 
legal residence and temporary absence 
clear to the clerks of election who can- 
vas the precinct. In the absence of 
such definite information the canvas- 
sing clerks might leave a challenging 
suspect notice. 

Warns Against Fraud. 
“T expect the judges and clerks of 
election to see to it that no names are 
entered in the registers except names 
of those who are properly qualified, 
so that the opportunity for operations 
of vote brokers, stringers, floaters, and 
repeaters will be reduced to a mini- 
mum, 
‘IT wisn to serve notice now that any 
one who procures or who makes pos- 
sible the registration of any individual, 
not entitled to register, will be consid- 
ered by me in thé same category with 
those who steal votes on election day 
and prosecution certainly will follow 
any attempt at padded registrations.”

Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of 
bird of paradise plumes—nearly a 
gross of feathers from the most: valu- 
able bird in the world from a millinery 
standpoint—were seized yesterday by 


federal agents in raids in the Wilson 
avenue and Woodlawn districts. 
Proprietors of six exclusive women’s 
shops and one wholesale millinery 
house face arrest, $5,000 fines, and two 
years in prison each for violation of 
the new Fordney tariff act, effective 
Sept. 21. The law makes importation 
or possession of the feathers illegal. 
Leaving a trail of tears and maledic- 
tions against the government sleuths, 
the Harding administration, and Con- 
gressman Fordney, the agents raced 
through four of the north side’s most 
exclusive shops and then sped far 
south, before news of their activities 
could reach the Woodlawn shop own- 
ers by the grapevine route. 

Other Raids on Tapis. 

Michigan avenue and other loop 
shops will be invaded today, according 
to Special Treasury Agent Frank M. 
Jewell, in charge of the raids, and 
aided by Agents Gardner, MacGregor, 
and Peck. 

The shops raided yesterday were 
Herman’s, 4720 Sheridan road; Jean- 
ette, 4702 Sheridan road; Bes-Ben, 4656 
Sheridan road; Madame K, 4551 Sheri- 
dan road; Annette, 1315 East 63d 
street, and the Nobby shop, 946 East

also lost its supply of the precious

Highly Valued by Milliners. 

Worth far more than their weight in 
gold are birds of paradise. Women, 
milliners assert, value them more than 
any other hat decoration. But the 
king bird of paradise values his prize 
feather still more, and has first claim 
to it, decided Mr. Fordney, so its im- 
portation was forbidden in the new tar- 
iff act, effective Sept. 21. 

Tense tragedy was depicted in some 
of the shops raided yesterday, as the 
jeweled and correctly gowned propri- 
etors watched the “rude revenooers” 
walk out with their big hands grasp- 
ing the dainty, shimmering plumage. 

Wealthy customers, whose big cars 
lingered before the exclusive shops, 
gazed first. in amazement, then in 
anguish, as the detectives walked in 
and confiscated the feathers.

Saving Frying Pan Coating. 


To fry chicken and not save what 
sticks to the pan, inevitably, and must 
not be burned on—just stuck—is to lose 
the gravy. or sauce foundation. That 
coat of brownness easily comes off in 
the added cream, while the chicken i 
covered and steaming. in the oven. That 
brownness represents the juices of the 
chicken which have cooked out and 
ought not to be lost: If the chicken 
has been skinned, of course, more juice 
cooks out; in fact, it may seem too 
steamy. 

When most of the fat in the pan 
is poured off; and the tablespoon or 
a bit more is thickened with flour, and 
then a liquid added, the essence of the 
pan gets cooked into the sauce and con- 
stitutes its flavor. 

Potato cakes put into a pan in which 
there is fat and a meat essence coating 
will take it all up. In cocking chops 
or steaks in a frying pan it is not a 


bad plan to have mashed potato ready 
to dip up and pat into cakes on the 
pan, which may be turned or not, ac-: 
cording to circumstances, but which | 
get flavored man fashion. Poor mashed 

potato in particular is much improved 
in. this fashion, although perfect 
mashed potatoes might resent this 
cover. 

The great cook after stewing or sau- 
téing in a frying pan almost universal- 
ly adds a small amount of liquid of 
some sort, which process he may call 
“swilling,” rather an ugly word in some 
communities. The liquid is added to 
soak off what has stuck to the pan. The 
whole idea is that, with careful cook- 
ing, these precious essences are not de- 
stroyed and that they should no more 
be thrown away than should water in 
which vegetables are cooked—if you 
cook your vegetables that way.
